Subject: Education; school districts; comprehensive system of educational 3 

services; delivery and funding of services for students who require 4 

additional support 5 

Statement of purpose of bill as introduced:  This bill proposes to enhance the 6 

effectiveness, availability, and equity of services provided to all students who 7 

require additional support in Vermont’s school districts, including students 8 

receiving special education services and students who need additional support 9 

but do not receive special education services.  To support the delivery of these 10 

services, this bill also would change the funding model for special education 11 

from a reimbursement model to a census-based model, which provides more 12 

flexibility in how funding can be used, is aligned with the State’s policy 13 

priorities of serving students who require additional support across the general 14 

and special education service-delivery systems, and simplifies administration. 15 

An act relating to enhancing the effectiveness, availability, and equity of 16 

services provided to students who require additional support 17 
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It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Vermont:  1 

* * * Findings * * * 2 

Sec. 1.  FINDINGS  3 

(a)  In 2016 Acts and Resolves No. 148, the General Assembly directed the 4 

Agency of Education to contract with a consulting firm to review current 5 

practices and recommend best practices for the delivery of special education 6 

services in school districts.  The Agency of Education contracted with the 7 

District Management Group, which issued in November 2017 its report entitled 8 

“Expanding and Strengthening Best-Practice Supports for Students who 9 

Struggle” (Delivery of Services Report). 10 

(b)  In Act 148, the General Assembly also directed the Agency of 11 

Education to contract for a study of special education funding and practice and 12 

to recommend a funding model for Vermont designed to provide incentives for 13 

desirable practices and stimulate innovation in the delivery of services.  The 14 

General Assembly required that the study consider a census-based model of 15 

funding.  The Agency of Education contracted with the University of Vermont, 16 

and the report of its Department of Education and Social Services entitled 17 

“Study of Vermont State Funding for Special Education” was issued in 18 

December 2017 (Funding Report). 19 
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(c)  The Delivery of Services Report made the following five 1 

recommendations on best practices for the delivery of special education 2 

services: 3 

(1)  ensure core instruction meets most needs of most students; 4 

(2)  provide additional instructional time outside core subjects to students 5 

who struggle, rather than providing interventions instead of core instruction; 6 

(3)  ensure students who struggle receive all instruction from highly 7 

skilled teachers; 8 

(4)  create or strengthen a systems-wide approach to supporting positive 9 

student behaviors based on expert support; and 10 

(5)  provide specialized instruction from skilled and trained experts to 11 

students with more intensive needs. 12 

(d)  The Funding Report noted, based on feedback from various 13 

stakeholders, including educators, school leaders, State officials, parents, and 14 

others, that Vermont’s existing reimbursement model of funding special 15 

education has a number of limitations in that it: 16 

(1)  is administratively costly for the State and localities; 17 

(2)  is misaligned with policy priorities, particularly with regard to the 18 

delivery of a multitiered system of supports and positive behavioral 19 

interventions and supports; 20 
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(3)  creates misplaced incentives for student identification, 1 

categorization, and placement; 2 

(4)  discourages cost containment; and  3 

(5)  is unpredictable and lacks transparency. 4 

(e)  The Funding Report assessed various funding models that support 5 

students who require additional support, including a census-based funding 6 

model.  A census-based model would award funding to supervisory unions 7 

based on the number of students within the supervisory union and could be 8 

used by the supervisory union to support the delivery of services to all 9 

students.  The Funding Report noted that the advantages of a census-based 10 

model are that it is simple and transparent, allows flexibility in how the 11 

funding is used by supervisory unions, is aligned with the policy priorities of 12 

serving students who require additional support across the general and special 13 

education service-delivery systems, and is predictable.   14 

(f)  The General Assembly finds that: 15 

(1)  students who require additional support would be better served if 16 

supervisory unions adopted the best practices recommended in the Delivery of 17 

Services Report; 18 

(2)  the State’s current reimbursement model of funding special 19 

education serves as an impediment to adopting these best practices, largely due 20 

to the constraint on the use of funds and the misalignment with the policy 21 
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priorities of serving students who require additional support across the general 1 

and special education service-delivery systems; and 2 

(3)  the census-based model of funding for students who require 3 

additional support would enable supervisory unions to adopt the best practices 4 

recommended in the Delivery of Services Report, largely due to the flexibility 5 

in how the funds could be used by supervisory unions and the alignment with 6 

the policy priorities. 7 

(g)  The General Assembly recognizes that changing the models for 8 

delivery of services and funding for students who require additional support is 9 

a significant change for school systems and their constituencies, and that they 10 

will require time and assistance in making necessary adjustments.  11 

* * * Goals * * * 12 

Sec. 2.  GOALS 13 

(a)  By enacting this legislation, the General Assembly intends to enhance 14 

the effectiveness, availability, and equity of services provided to all students 15 

who require additional support in Vermont’s school districts, including 16 

students receiving special education services and students who need additional 17 

support but do not receive special education services.  18 

(b)  To support the enhanced delivery of these services, the State funding 19 

model for special education shall change for all supervisory unions in fiscal 20 

year 2021, for school year 2020-2021, from a reimbursement model to a 21 
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census-based model, which will provide more flexibility in how the funding 1 

can be used, is aligned with the State’s policy priorities of serving students 2 

who require additional support across the general and special education 3 

service-delivery systems, and will simplify administration. 4 

(c)  To provide additional staff and resources to the Agency of Education to 5 

support its work with supervisory unions and schools that are transitioning to 6 

the best practices recommended in the report entitled “Expanding and 7 

Strengthening Best-Practice Supports for Students who Struggle” issued by the 8 

District Management Group in November 2017. 9 

* * * Census-based Funding Early Implementation Program * * * 10 

Sec. 3.  CENSUS-BASED FUNDING EARLY IMPLEMENTATION 11 

     PROGRAM 12 

(a)  The Census-based Funding Early Implementation Program (Program) is 13 

created for fiscal year 2020, for the 2019-2020 school year.  A supervisory 14 

union may participate in the Program if it satisfies each of the following 15 

conditions: 16 

(1)  it was included in the report delivered to the Agency of Education 17 

entitled “Expanding and Strengthening Best-Practice Supports for Students 18 

who Struggle” in November 2017 from the District Management Group or, 19 

during the 2017 fiscal year, it otherwise worked with the District Management 20 

Group to improve its delivery of special education services; and  21 
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(2)  it notifies the Agency of Education between October 1 and October 1 

15, 2018 of its election to participate in the Program. 2 

(b)  In this section, references to “supervisory unions” or “participating 3 

supervisory unions” shall mean participants in the Program.  This section shall 4 

supersede any provisions of 16 V.S.A. chapter 101 to the contrary.   5 

(c)  In lieu of payments and reimbursements under 16 V.S.A. chapter 101, 6 

each participating supervisory union shall receive an educational support grant 7 

pursuant to subsection (d) of this section and, if a participating supervisory 8 

union has extraordinary special education expenditures, it shall be eligible for 9 

extraordinary special education reimbursement pursuant to subsection (e) of 10 

this section. 11 

(d)(1)  As used in this subsection (d): 12 

(A)  “Average daily membership” shall have the same meaning as in 13 

16 V.S.A. § 4001(1), except it shall exclude State-placed students.   14 

(B)  “Average daily membership of a supervisory union” means the 15 

aggregate average daily membership of the school districts that are members of 16 

the participating supervisory union or, for a participating supervisory district, 17 

the average daily membership of the supervisory district. 18 

(C)  “Long-term membership” of a participating supervisory union in 19 

any school year means the average of the participating supervisory union’s 20 

average daily membership over three school years.   21 
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(2)(A)  The amount of the educational support grant for a participating 1 

supervisory union shall be: 2 

(i)  the average amount it received for fiscal years 2016, 2017, and 3 

2018 from the State for special education under 16 V.S.A. §§ 2961 (standard 4 

mainstream block grants), 2963 (special education expenditures 5 

reimbursement), and 2963a (exceptional circumstances); increased by 6 

(ii)  the annual change in the National Income and Product 7 

Accounts (NIPA) Implicit Price Deflator for State and Local Government 8 

Consumption Expenditures and Gross Investment as reported by the 9 

U.S. Department of Commerce, Bureau of Economic Analysis. 10 

(B)  The amount determined under subdivision (A) of this subdivision 11 

(2) shall be divided by the participating supervisory union’s long-term 12 

membership to determine the base amount of the educational support grant, 13 

which is the amount of the educational support grant calculated on a per 14 

student basis. 15 

(e)(1)(A)  As used in this subsection (e), “child” means a student with 16 

disabilities who is three years of age or older in the current school year.   17 

(B)  As used in this subsection (e), “extraordinary expenditures” 18 

means a participating supervisory union’s allowable special education 19 

expenditures that for any one child in fiscal year 2020 exceed the threshold 20 

amount of $70,0000.00. 21 
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(C)  The State Board shall define allowable special education 1 

expenditures that shall include any expenditures required under federal law and 2 

any costs of mediation conducted by a mediator who is approved by the 3 

Secretary. 4 

(2)  If a participating supervisory union has extraordinary expenditures, 5 

it shall be eligible for extraordinary special education reimbursement 6 

(extraordinary reimbursement) as provided in this subsection.   7 

(3)  A participating supervisory union that has extraordinary 8 

expenditures in fiscal year 2020 for any one child shall be eligible for 9 

extraordinary reimbursement equal to: 10 

(A)  an amount equal to its special education expenditures in that 11 

fiscal year for that child that exceed the extraordinary expenditures threshold 12 

amount under subdivision (1)(B) of this subsection (e) (excess expenditures) 13 

multiplied by 95 percent; plus  14 

(B)  an amount equal to the lesser of: 15 

(i)  the amount of its excess expenditures; or 16 

(ii)(I)  the extraordinary expenditures threshold amount under 17 

subdivision (1)(B) of this subsection (e), minus 18 

(II)  the base amount of the educational support grant received 19 

by the supervisory union under subdivision (d)(2)(B) of this section for that 20 

fiscal year, multiplied by 21 
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(III)  60 percent. 1 

(4)  The State Board shall establish by rule the administrative process for 2 

supervisory unions to submit claims for extraordinary reimbursement under 3 

this subsection and for the review and payment of those claims.   4 

(f)  The following sections of Title 16 shall not apply to the participating 5 

supervisory unions: 6 

(1)  § 2961 (standard mainstream block grants); 7 

(2)  § 2962 (extraordinary services reimbursement); 8 

(3)  § 2963 (special education expenditures reimbursement); 9 

(4)  § 2963a (exceptional circumstances); 10 

(5)  § 2964 (service plan); and 11 

(6)  § 2968 (reports). 12 

(g)  The State’s policy, as stated in 16 V.S.A. §§ 2941 (policy and purpose), 13 

2963 (special education expenditures reimbursement), and 2967 (aid 14 

projection; State share), to pay 60 percent of the statewide costs expended by 15 

public education at institutions for children with disabilities shall not apply to 16 

expenditures by the participating supervisory unions for children with 17 

disabilities. 18 

(h)  The Secretary shall include the participating supervisory unions in the 19 

aid projection required by 16 V.S.A. § 2967 (aid projection; State share).  The 20 
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Secretary shall include in its report under 16 V.S.A. § 2974(a) (special 1 

education program; fiscal review): 2 

(1)  the total amount of educational support grants made to participating 3 

supervisory unions under subsection (d) of this section; and 4 

(2)  the total amount of extraordinary special education reimbursement 5 

made to participating supervisory unions under subsection (e) of this section. 6 

(i)(1)  On or before August 15, 2019, December 15, 2019, and April 15, 7 

2020, based on a warrant issued by the Commissioner of Finance and 8 

Management, the State Treasurer shall withdraw from the Education Fund and 9 

shall forward to each participating supervisory union one-third of the 10 

educational support grant due to the supervisory union under subsection (d) of 11 

this section for fiscal year 2020.   12 

(2)  On or before November 15, 2019, January 15, 2020, April 15, 2020, 13 

and August 1, 2020, each participating supervisory union, to the extent it 14 

incurs extraordinary special education expenditures under subsection (e) of this 15 

section, shall file a financial report with the Secretary in a form prescribed by 16 

the Secretary.  The report shall describe total extraordinary special education 17 

expenditures actually incurred during the reporting period. 18 

(3)  On or before December 15, 2019, February 15, 2020, May 15, 2020, 19 

and September 15, 2020, based on a warrant issued by the Commissioner of 20 

Finance and Management, the State Treasurer shall withdraw from the 21 
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Education Fund and shall forward to each participating supervisory union the 1 

amount of extraordinary special education reimbursement incurred by the 2 

supervisory union under subsection (e) of this section that is unreimbursed and 3 

determined by the Agency of Education to be payable to the supervisory union. 4 

(j)  For purposes of calculating excess spending pursuant to 32 V.S.A. 5 

§ 5401(12), “education spending” shall not include spending attributable to the 6 

share of special education spending for a district that is a member of a 7 

participating supervisory union that is not reimbursed as an extraordinary 8 

special education reimbursement under subsection (e) of this section for any 9 

student in the fiscal year occurring two years prior. 10 

(k)  On or before November 1, 2018, each participating supervisory union 11 

shall submit to the Secretary such information as required by the Secretary to 12 

estimate the supervisory union’s projected extraordinary special education 13 

reimbursement for its next fiscal year under subsection (e) of this section. 14 

(l)  The participating supervisory unions shall assist the Census-based 15 

Funding Advisory Group created under Sec. 9 of this act and the State Board 16 

of Education in the development of the State Board’s proposed rules to 17 

implement this act. 18 

(m)  The Secretary of Education is empowered to apply, waive, or modify 19 

the application of State Board of Education rules for participating supervisory 20 

unions in a manner that is consistent with this section. 21

Sec. 4.  16 V.S.A. chapter 101 is amended to read: 3 

CHAPTER 101.  SPECIAL EDUCATION 4 

Subchapter 1.  General Provisions 5 

§ 2941.  POLICY AND PURPOSE 6 

It is the policy of the State to ensure equal educational opportunities for all 7 

children in Vermont.  This means that children with disabilities are entitled to 8 

receive a free appropriate public education.  It is further the policy of the State 9 

to pay 60 percent of the statewide costs expended by public education for 10 

children with disabilities.  The purpose of this chapter is to enable the Agency 11 

to ensure the provision of the special educational facilities and instruction 12 

necessary to meet the needs of children with disabilities.  13 

* * * 14 

Subchapter 2.  Aid for Special Education and Support Services 15 

§ 2961.  STANDARD MAINSTREAM BLOCK GRANTS EDUCATIONAL 16 

              SUPPORT GRANT 17 

(a)  Each supervisory union shall be eligible to receive a standard 18 

mainstream block grant each school year.  The mainstream block grant shall be 19 

equal to the supervisory union’s mainstream salary standard multiplied by 20 

60 percent. 21 
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(b)  The supervisory union shall expend all such assistance for special 1 

education services or for remedial or compensatory services in accordance 2 

with its service plan as required under section 2964 of this title. It shall 3 

likewise expend, from local funds, an amount not less than 40 percent of its 4 

mainstream salary standard for special education. 5 

(c)  As used in this section: 6 

(1)  “Mainstream salary standard” means: 7 

(A)  the supervisory union’s full-time equivalent staffing for special 8 

education for the preceding year multiplied by the average special education 9 

teacher salary in the State for the preceding year; plus 10 

(B)  an amount equal to the average special education administrator 11 

salary in the State for the preceding year, plus, for any supervisory union with 12 

member districts which have in the aggregate more than 1,500 average daily 13 

membership, a fraction of an additional full-time equivalent salary for a special 14 

education administrator, the numerator of which is the aggregate average daily 15 

membership of the supervisory union’s member districts minus 1,500, and the 16 

denominator of which is the aggregate average daily membership of member 17 

districts in the largest supervisory union in the State minus 1,500. 18 

(2)  “Full-time equivalent staffing” means 9.75 special education 19 

teaching positions per 1,000 average daily membership. 20 
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(d)  If in any fiscal year, a supervisory union in which a school is 1 

maintained does not expend an amount equal to its mainstream salary standard 2 

on special education expenditures, the supervisory union may expend the 3 

balance, including the matching funds, to provide support and remedial 4 

services pursuant to section 2902 or 2903 of this title.  A supervisory union 5 

choosing to expend funds in this way shall submit a report describing the 6 

services provided and their costs with the final financial report submitted under 7 

section 2968 of this title.  8 

As used in this section: 9 

(1)  “Average daily membership” shall have the same meaning as in 10 

subdivision 4001(1) of this title, except it shall exclude State-placed students.  11 

(2)  “Average daily membership of a supervisory union” means the 12 

aggregate average daily membership of the school districts that are members of 13 

the supervisory union or, for a supervisory district, the average daily 14 

membership of the supervisory district. 15 

(3)  “Educational support grant adjustment” means an increase, as 16 

determined by State Board of Education rules, to the amount of the educational 17 

support grant provided to a supervisory union on account of the supervisory 18 

union’s relatively higher costs in supporting students who require additional 19 

support due to the number of these students or the nature of the services 20 

required.   21 
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(4)  “Long-term membership” of a supervisory union in any school year 1 

means the average of the supervisory union’s average daily membership over 2 

three school years.   3 

(b)  The State commits to satisfying its special education maintenance of 4 

fiscal support requirement under federal law (34 C.F.R. § 300.163(a)).  Each 5 

supervisory union shall be eligible to receive an educational support grant each 6 

fiscal year to support the provision of the supervisory union’s comprehensive 7 

system of educational services, as required under sections 2901 and 2902 of 8 

this title.  The amount of the educational support grant for a supervisory union 9 

shall be calculated in accordance with subsection (c) of this section. 10 

(c)(1)(A)  For fiscal year 2021, the amount of the educational support 11 

grant for a supervisory union shall be: 12 

(i)  the average amount it received for fiscal years 2017, 2018, and 13 

2019 from the State for special education under sections 2961 (standard 14 

mainstream block grants), 2963 (special education expenditures 15 

reimbursement), and 2963a (exceptional circumstances) of this title; 16 

increased by 17 

(ii)  the annual change in the National Income and Product 18 

Accounts (NIPA) Implicit Price Deflator for State and Local Government 19 

Consumption Expenditures and Gross Investment as reported by the 20 

U.S. Department of Commerce, Bureau of Economic Analysis. 21 
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(B)  The amount determined under subdivision (A) of this subdivision 1 

(1) shall be divided by the supervisory union’s long-term membership, to 2 

determine the base amount of the educational support grant, which is the 3 

amount of the educational support grant calculated on a per student basis. 4 

(2)  The State Board of Education shall establish by rule a uniform base 5 

amount of the educational support grant that shall apply to all supervisory 6 

unions for fiscal year 2025.  In determining the uniform base amount, the State 7 

Board of Education shall: 8 

(A)  assume total State funding of educational support grants, 9 

including any educational support grant adjustments, in an amount that 10 

satisfies but does not exceed the amount necessary for the State to satisfy its 11 

special education maintenance of fiscal support requirement under federal law; 12 

and 13 

(B)  take into account: 14 

(i)  the statewide average daily membership for students in 15 

prekindergarten through grade 12; 16 

(ii)  the various fiscal year 2021 base amounts of the supervisory 17 

unions; and 18 

(iii) such other factors as the Board determines relevant.   19 
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(3)  To determine the amount of a supervisory union’s educational 1 

support grant in fiscal year 2025 and subsequent fiscal years, the uniform base 2 

amount shall be multiplied by the supervisory union’s long-term membership. 3 

(4)  For fiscal years 2022, 2023, and 2024, the amount of the educational 4 

support grant for a supervisory union shall be determined by multiplying the 5 

supervisory union’s long-term membership by a base amount established under 6 

State Board of Education rules.  The base amount established under State 7 

Board of Education rules shall be designed to move gradually a supervisory 8 

union’s fiscal year 2021 base amount to the fiscal year 2025 uniform base 9 

amount established by the State Board under subdivision (2) of this subsection. 10 

(5)  For fiscal year 2021 and subsequent fiscal years, the amount of the 11 

educational support grant shall be increased by the educational support grant 12 

adjustment for supervisory unions that qualify for the adjustment. 13 

§ 2962.  EXTRAORDINARY SERVICES SPECIAL EDUCATION 14 

              REIMBURSEMENT 15 

(a)  Except as otherwise provided in this subchapter, extraordinary services 16 

reimbursement shall be payable, based on where the related cost is incurred, to 17 

a town school district, city school district, union school district, unified union 18 

school district, incorporated school district, the member school districts of an 19 

interstate school district, and unorganized town or gore or to a supervisory 20 

union. 21 
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(b)  The amount of extraordinary services reimbursement provided to each 1 

district or supervisory union shall be equal to 90 percent of its extraordinary 2 

special education expenditures. 3 

(c)  As used in this subchapter, “extraordinary special education 4 

expenditures” means a school district’s or supervisory union’s allowable 5 

expenditures that for any one child exceed $70,000.00 for a fiscal year. In this 6 

subsection, child means a student with disabilities who is three years of age or 7 

older in the current school year.  The State Board shall define allowable 8 

expenditures that shall include any expenditures required under federal law, 9 

and any costs of mediation conducted by a mediator who is approved by the 10 

Secretary. 11 

(1)  As used in this section, “child” means a student with disabilities who 12 

is three years of age or older in the current school year.   13 

(2)  As used in this subchapter, “extraordinary expenditures” means a 14 

supervisory union’s allowable special education expenditures that for any one 15 

child in a fiscal year exceed $70,000.00, increased annually by the annual 16 

change in the National Income and Product Accounts (NIPA) Implicit Price 17 

Deflator for State and Local Government Consumption Expenditures and 18 

Gross Investment as reported by the U.S. Department of Commerce, Bureau of 19 

Economic Analysis. 20 
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(3)  The State Board of Education shall define allowable special 1 

education expenditures that shall include any expenditures required under 2 

federal law and any costs of mediation conducted by a mediator who is 3 

approved by the Secretary. 4 

(b)  If a supervisory union has extraordinary expenditures, it shall be 5 

eligible for extraordinary special education reimbursement (extraordinary 6 

reimbursement) as provided in this section.   7 

(c)  A supervisory union that has extraordinary expenditures in a fiscal year 8 

for any one child shall be eligible for extraordinary reimbursement equal to: 9 

(1)  an amount equal to its special education expenditures in that fiscal 10 

year for that child that exceed the extraordinary expenditures threshold amount 11 

under subdivision (a)(2) of this section (excess expenditures) multiplied by 95 12 

percent; plus  13 

(2)  an amount equal to the lesser of: 14 

(A)  the amount of its excess expenditures; or 15 

(B)(i)  the extraordinary expenditures threshold amount under 16 

subdivision (a)(2) of this section; minus 17 

(ii)  the base amount of the educational support grant received by 18 

the supervisory union under subsection 2961(c) of this title for that fiscal year; 19 

multiplied by 20 

(iii)  60 percent. 21 
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(d)  The State Board of Education shall establish by rule the administrative 1 

process for supervisory unions to submit claims for extraordinary 2 

reimbursement under this section and for the review and payment of those 3 

claims.   4 

§ 2963.  SPECIAL EDUCATION EXPENDITURES REIMBURSEMENT 5 

(a)  Based on where the related cost is incurred, each town school district, 6 

city school district, union school district, unified union school district, 7 

incorporated school district, the member school districts of an interstate school 8 

district, and unorganized town or gore or supervisory union shall receive a 9 

special education expenditures reimbursement grant each school year. 10 

(b)  The amount of a school district’s or supervisory union’s special 11 

education expenditures reimbursement shall be equal to the total of its special 12 

education expenditures multiplied by the reimbursement rate for that year. 13 

(c)  As used in this subchapter: 14 

(1)  Special education expenditures are allowable expenditures for 15 

special education, as defined by rule of the State Board, less the following: 16 

(A)  revenue from federal aid for special education; 17 

(B)  mainstream service costs, as defined in subdivision 2961(c)(1) of 18 

this title; 19 

(C)  extraordinary special education expenditures, as defined in 20 

section 2962 of this title; 21 
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(D)  any transportation expenses already reimbursed; 1 

(E)  special education costs for a student eligible for aid under section 2 

2963a of this title; and 3 

(F)  other State funds used for special education costs as defined by 4 

the State Board by rule. 5 

(2)  The State Board shall define allowable expenditures under this 6 

subsection.  Allowable expenditures shall include any expenditures required 7 

under federal law. 8 

(3)  “Special education expenditures reimbursement rate” means a 9 

percentage of special education expenditures that is calculated to achieve the 10 

60 percent share required by subsection 2967(b) of this title.  [Repealed.] 11 

§ 2963a.  EXCEPTIONAL CIRCUMSTANCES 12 

(a)  In lieu of reimbursement under section 2963 of this title, the Secretary 13 

shall reimburse a school district or supervisory union for 80 percent of the 14 

costs not eligible for reimbursement under section 2962 of this title for each 15 

student causing the school district or supervisory union to be eligible for 16 

extraordinary services reimbursement pursuant to that section.
